$300,000  Loan 


In  conjunction  with  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Housing  Program,  the  Col¬ 
lege  will  receive  a  three-hun¬ 
dred-thousand  dollar  ($300,000) 
loan  to  defray  the  building  cost 
of  the  Union  Building  exten¬ 
sion. 

The  possibility  of  the  loan 
was  introduced  with  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  a  bill  of  Congress  to  ap¬ 
propriate  funds  for  college 
housing  and  student  services. 
On  November  18,  1958,  Doctor 
J.  W.  Jones  began  negotiations 
with  the  Housing  and  Home  Fi¬ 
nance  Agency,  a  federal  unit 
of  the  Community  Facilities  Ad¬ 
ministration.  On  February  11, 
1959,  the  loan  application  was 
accepted, 'subject  to  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  additional  funds 
within  the  federal  program. 
Before  Congress  adjourned, 
August,  1959,  these  additional 
funds  were  appropriated.
